THE REPORTS FROM SERVIA ARE 


CONFLICTING. 


SUICIDE PROBABLY ATTEMPTED. 


She and King Alexander Have Led a 


Cat and Dog Life—Cause of 


the Trouble. 


Vineuna, Nov. 21.—The Servian le- 


gation here has as yet received no 
news of the reported attempt to assas- 
sinate Queen Draga. 


Budapest, Nov. 21.—Zastava today 


publishes what it alleges are details 
of the Belgrade sensation yesterday. 
According to the paper, King Alexan- 
der and Queen Draga quarreled vio- 
lently yesterday noon and the King 
slapped Draga's face. The latter with- 
drew to her boudoir, drank poison, and 
then rushed about the palace shriek- 
ing, "Help! Save me." 


The doctors quickly 
administered 


remedies and the queen's life was sav- 
ed, but she is prostrated from the ef- 
fects of her scare. 


Conflicting reports.were current iu 


Vienna last night that the Queen had 
been assassinated and that she had 
committed sucide. 
No official state- 


ment is as yet forthcoming, but King 
Alexander and Queen Draga bave liv- 
ed such, a turbulent 
life since their 


marriage that it is safe to say some- 
thing out of the ordinary has occurred. 


Mail services will probably tell the 


true story. 
King Alexander married Mme. Draga 
Maschin, a widow much older than, the 
monarch, daughter of a minor court 
official and former lady In waiting to 
his mother*, --theSBowager 'Queen Na- 
talie, in August, 


According to reports Alexander and 


his elderly, though 
beautiful bride, 


have led a cat and dog life ever since 
their marriage. They quarreled, and 
it was sakl that the Kind had tired of 
her. The King greatly desired an heir 
and finally the Queen persuaded him 
that she was about to present him 
with a child. It was discovered >Kat 
the Queen had arranged a conspiracy 
by which the King was to believe that 
an heir to the throne had been born. 
The-king was enraged and so berated 
the" Queen for her duplicity that she 
finally took poison and nearly died. 
The king was laughed at all over Eur- 
ope, but apparently he forgave the 
Queen eventually, for she was partial- 
ly restored to favor. . - 


London, Nov. 21.—The Servian le- 


gation here has received no confirma- 
tion of the reports regarding Queen 
Draga of Servia. • 


Budapest, Nov. 21.—One of tho -rea- 


sons for' the popular feeling against 
King Alexander and Queen Draga has 
come to light. It seems that ta»- King 
drew 2.000,000 francs from'th<j oublic 
funds recently without a pani-iinentary 
warrant. 
Since then placards have 


beeu posted in Relgrade which read' 
"Down 
with 
the royai fiaud? who 


grind taxes from the peasants to spcud 
in the Paris gaining hells.' 


Since then the anti-dynastic agita- 


tion has been growing. 


Vienna. Nov. 21.—An 
unconfirmed 


report has reachsd Vienna that Queen 
Draga has been shot at in the streets 
of Belgrade. The Neue Freie Presse 
and other Vienna papers publish vari- 
ous rumors, one declaring that the 
Servian queen was assassinated, an- 
other that she was wounded, and' a 
third that she committed suicide. Re- 
ports from other sources deny the 
statement that Queen Draga v:as kill- 
ed and assert that the rumor of her 
death was caused by an hysterical 
scene with King Alexander. There is 
no reliable information on the sub- 
ject hero, but it is generally believed 
that a serious crisis exists in Belgrade.

A ticket taker at the Peoples 
theatre was "sweated" by the coroner 
and told how Sherwell tried to refresh 
his memory as to seeing him that Mon- 
day night. Sherwell formally resigned 
from the police force today. He posi- 
tively refused to make any 
further 


statemnt. 


Policeman Sherwell's admission that 


he was out on Monday night with his 
surrey, but not with Lena Renner, lor 
whose alleged murder he is no\^ in 
jail, will not, his attorneys say, greatly 
damage his case, beyond impugning 
his veracity.

the hope of either fastening her mur- 
clcr upon Sherwell or finding out

woman. It has been shown that three 
policemen and two firemen were on 
terms of intimacy with the Railley 
woman.

Late yesterday a-, 
rumor spread over the city that Sher- 
well had hanged himself in his cell. 
No sooner had this been disproven 
than one started, saying officer Cooper 
had shot himself. Cooper -was a ffioiui. 
of Sherwell and the two were seen to- 
gether frequently and were hunting. 
together the week before the double - 
murder, although the season, had nor 
opened. Cooper has appealed to the 
pi ess to say he was not with Sherwell 
on that Monday night and that he has 
no intention to shoot himself.

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A NEW INSULAR CASE. 


We are to have more "insular cases" 


before the United States courts. Suit 
has been begun in New York to recover 
$128,520 paid under protest as duty 
on a cargo of sugar 
brought from 


Iloilo, Island of Panay, in the Philip- 
pines, says the Chicago Chronicle, 
which adds: 


This cargo arrived at the port ot 


New York on the 23d of October, or 
a little less than a month ago. It was 
held up for payment of duty on the 
ground that it was brought from a 
foreign country. The importers, War- 
ner, Barnes & Co., hold that Panay 
is American and not foreign terri- 
tory, and therefore that the duty was 
collected in violation of the constitu- 
tion. 


It is stated in a dispatch from New 


YorTi that "the suit is, in a way. a 
test case to determine the right to im- 
pose duty on goods bought from any 
of the colonial possessions under con- 
trol of his government." From the 
Statement of the question at issue there 
seems to be no point in the case that 
has not already been decided. 


No 
doubt 
the Philippines were 


ceded to the United States by Spain 
precisely as Porto Rico was. 
In the 


Dooley case the Supreme court de- 
cided that Porto Rico and the United 
States were foreign countries with re- 
spect to each other within the meaning 
of the revenue laws while the islanu 
was in the military occupation of the 
United States before its cession to the 
latter by treaty. But after such ces- 
sion, which became complete April ~L\ 
1899, Porto Rico "was no longer 'for- 
eign country' within the meaning of 
the Dingley tariff act." 


The cession of the Philippines became 


complete at the same instant that the 
cession of Porto Rico did, for the two 
acts of cession were contained in the 
same treaty. There would seem, there- 
fore, to be no room for doubt that th^ 
collector of the port of New York 
erred in holding that Panay was for- 
eign territory for the purpose of col- 
lecting duties under the Dingley act. 
Sc far as that goes there seems to be 
no new question of law in this cage. 
. 
It does not follow that the import- 


ers will be able to recover the duties 
paid by them because the collector 
erred in assigning a reason for holding 
the sugar to be dutiable under the 
Dingley act. The Supreme court de- 
cided that the President had no powei 
to lay duties on goods broughc from 
territory which has been cede! to '..lie 
United States. At the same time, how- 
ever, il decided that Congress has 
taat power. 


It may, therefore, hold in the present 


case that Congress in effect authorized 
the President to apply the Dirglcy 
duties or any other duties he might

the court festivities because they dis- 
approved the kaiser's policy. Decency 
would forbid the ™pu)duction of the 
atrocious cartoons on Mt. Chambei- 
lain in English papers." 


Storming of a Stronghold. 


Manilla, Nov. 21.—Major I. W. T. 


Weller of the marine corps has just 
cabled a full and detailed account of 
the attack, Nov. 7, by the men of his 
command upon the Filipino strong- 
hold near Basey, island of Samar 
Three insurgent camps were destroy 
ed. Forty bamboo cannon were cap 
tured and much rice and other stores 
were destroyed. The native stronghold 
was almost impregnable. The trails 
leading to it were lined with poisoned 
spears sticking from the ground and 
were filled with hidden pitfalls. Major 
Waller's command attacked the en- 
emy unexpectedly. To do this they 
had to scale a cliff 200 feet high. This 
they climbed barefooted over bamboo 
ladders 
At the top they found boul- 


ders piled ready, to precipitate upon 
an attacking party. Thiity of the 
enemy were killed. The marines sus 
tained a few trifling wounds. 


Nebraska In Line. 


Lincoln. Neb..*" Nov. 21—Any form 


of railroad consolidation between the 
Union Pacific and Burlington tending 
to lessen competition ot these roads 
will be opposed by Governor Savage. 
The governor said that Nebraska 
would join with Minnesota and Wash- 
ington in rigidly enforcing the laws 
against combinations, which In this 
state he regarded as plain and unmis- 
takable.

PANAMA IN DANGER. 


Entrenchments Erected To Stop the Liberal Forces—An 


Early Attack Now Anticipated—Traffic at the 


Isthmus is Uninterrupted. 


Washington, Nov. 21.—Captain Per- 


ry, commanding the battleship Iowa, 


cabled the navy department today a*, 
follows: 


Panama, Nov. 21.—Secretary of the 


Navy, Washington: Everything quiet. 


no further interference since notifica- 
tion. Transit and telegraph communi- 
cation open. Colon is in possession 
of the Liberals and is quiet*. 


(Signed.) 
PERRY. 


Colon, Colombia, Nov. 21.—Colom- 


bian government troops at Panama, 
numbering about 300 men, are busily 
engaged in the construction of earth- 
works and barricades at the railroad 
bridge going into the city in anticipa- 
tion of an early Liberal attack. Colo- 
nel Shaler says that no request has 
been made upon him for a special 
train to convey government troops to 
Colon. If such a request is made it 
will be granted, but Colonel Shaler 
does not consider it likely. The Lib- 
erals claim to have at least 700 men 
in possession of the different railroad 
stations on the line between here and 
Panama. Tnese men would doubtless 
do their utmost to prevent the trans- 
portation of government troops to this 
point. Traffic across the isthmus by 
the railroad continues uninterrupted. 
Marines from the United States gun- 
boat Machias are guarding the rail- 
road station and property here. 


According to the latest news from 


Panama nothing has been heard con- 
cerning the outcome of General Al- 
ban's expedition against the Liberals 
at Correra. It is said that information 
of the recent happenings at Colon has 
been sent to him. 


On receipt of the news that General 


Alban, the military commander of the 
isthmus, had started to attack the 
Liberals at Correra, near Panama, the 
latter detached 100 men, under Gen- 
eral Patina, to attack Colon. 
This 


force embarked on a train bound fiom 
Panama for Colon at Las Cascades 
station, previously cutting off tele- 
graphic communication across the 
isthmus. On arriving at the outskirts 
of 
Colon, where 
the 
goveinment 


usually maintained a small guard, the 
Liberals left the train, and in the 
initial skirmish, which begun soon 
afterward, Patino was killed.

Boaboa Baskets M*y Be Fashioned 
In Thl« Way and Covered With 
St»«» Ornately Decorated. 
Fancy \vork which consists of articles 


cut out of cardboard, covered, decorat- 
ed and devoted to household use have 
.ong been favored among makers of 
holiday.- souvenirs. They are easy to 
construct and cost very little. 
They 


iaay be so beautified as to make a very 
handsome appearance. 
The uses to 


which eardboard may be put are mani- 
fold. 
From hairpin baskets covered 


with silk, with which the small girl 
surprises her mamma on Christmas 
morning, to the dainty hand painted 
wall frames it would seem that "age 
cannot wither nor custom stale its in- 
finite variety." 


Baskets and boxes are especially easy 


co make with cardboard foundations. 
These are glued or sewed together aud 
hen covered with the decorating male- 
rlal, sometimes silk, sometimes paper. 


Any one who is familiar with crape 


japer work can achieve wonders witb 
cardboard. The framework shoxild be 
covered with crape paper in some deli- 
cate, harmonious tjnt and then beauti- 
ied with clusters of artificial flowers 
nade of • paper and held in place by 
bows of ribbon. 


A Card Receiver. 


Dainty baskets for holding auytbing 


light,and dry may be made by childish 
angers, the only difficulty being in 
the cutting out of the sections. Seven 
pieces cut from heavy cardboard, such 
as is used'bj' bookbinders, are needed.

When the cardboard is cut, each piece 
is to be covered on both sides Tvitb 
silk or some otlicr pretty stuff.

idges are turned in and overcast, 
ty'ben they are all covered, the sec- 
tions are put together as shown in the 
illustration and sewed together by 
rverhand stitches.

In other words, laughter stirs up the 


vital regions of the body, gives them 
healthful exercise and produces a men- 
tal exhilaration which acts upon the 
system much as a brisk walk in a crisp 
atmosphere does upon the appetite. As 
strong allies to laughter Dr. Kennedy 
gives the following directions for men- 
tal peace of iniud: 


Beware of theologians who have no 


sense of mirth. They are not altogeth- 
er human. 
• Keep your chin up. 


Don't take your troubles to bed with 


"you. 
Hang them on a chair with your 


trousers or drop them iu a glass o£ wa- 
ter with your teeth. 


Dr. Kennedy has surely hit the nail
